VICE ENEMIES 
‘PUT ON SPOT’ 


Editor and Politician 


Slain in Latter’s 
Office 


LOS ANGELES, Cal.—(INS)—A 
“beautiful blonde woman;*fashion- 
ably dressed and wearing expensive 
jewelry, drove the killer of Charles 
Crawford, politician, and Herbert 
Spencer, police reporter and maga- 
zine editor, to Crawford’s Hollywood 
office, crawford’s brother, George, 
told police today. 

“I saw the slayer enter the build- 
ing from a large sedan driven by a 
woman,” George Crawford said. 

After recovering from a collapse 
following the murder of her hus- 
band, Mrs. Frances Spencer, today 
declared she knew who killed her 
husband. 

Widow Knows Motive 

“My husband had .only one en- 
emy in the world,” she said. “That 
man controls the saloons and re- 
sorts in Los Angeles. Herbert knew 
the word had gone out from this 
man to get him. He was telling the 
truth in his magazine about the 
gang that keeps this town wide 
open. They threatened to get him 
unless he shut up. 

“Just recently he told me that I 
would know who did it if they ever 
found him dead, but he told me this 
man would probably have it done, 
as he was too cunning or too yellow 
to do it himself 

The Los Angeles underworld was 
being combed today for the slayer 
of Crawford and Spencer. 

Both men were slain by an un- 
identified gunman. He met them in 
Crawford’s private office, conversed 
with them behind locked doors for 
more than an hour and escaped} 
after the shooting. 

Victims Well Known 
Spencer, shot twice with a .38 cal- 
ed almost instantly.

Los Angeles Evening Express, Spen- 
cer, who was 45 years old, last Feb- 
ruary bought a half interest in a 
local magazine, “The Critic of Cri- 
tics.” The magaine dealt with the 
exposure of gambling and graft. 

Crawford, who was 52 years old, 
was well known in Los Angeles po- 
litical circles. He was a heavy ad- 
vertiser in the magazine of which 
Spencer was co-proprietor. 

The editors of the magazine had 
been investigating gambling inter- 
ests that have intrenched them- 
selves in Los Angeles and Hollywood 
and Spencer had threatened to ex- 
pose the “Al Capone of Los Ange- 
les’ in the current issue of his mag- 
azine. Crawford, according to Spen- 
cer’s friends, was supplying the 
magazine with information upon 
which the asserted expose was to be

KEOTA, Ia.— (Special) — Miss 
Lucille Willis was killed and her 
two companions, Mr. and Mrs.

The party were on their way to 
Washington when the accident oc- 
curred. An automobile containing 
a group of young men passed the 
Rash automobile, cutting in ahead 
of it and crowding the car off the 
road, it is said. It rolled over sev- 
eral times and Miss Willis was 
pinned beneath the wreckage. The 
other car stopped and brought the 
injured persons into Keota.

Five More Killed in 
Iowa in Last 


24 Hours 


(By INTERNATIONAL NEWS SERVICE) 

Iowa‘s violent death toll this week 
mounted to fifteen today with fatal 
accidents which resulted in the 
deaths of five persons in scattered 
parts of the state. Ten had been 
killed previously. 

The dead are: 

Mrs. Marie Jefferson, 20, Omaha, 
killed in a train-automobile crash 
at Mondamin, Ia. 

Mrs. Marie Je%gerson, 20, Omaha, 
killed with Mrs. Spuzzell. 

Catherine Wernette, 19, Forest 
City, killed when an automobile 
crashed into a home, at Garner, Ia. 

Frahk Hittie, 45, Mechanicsville, 
killed in a truck-buggy collision east 
of Mechanicsville. 

Rufus D. McNight, 40, Iowa City, 
who died from injuries he received 
in an automobile crash north of 
Iowa City. 


Goes on Trial for 
Slaying Policemen 


CHICAGO—(INS) — Despite his 
attorney’s request for a continuance, 
Frank Jordan, charged with the 
murder of two policemen, went on 
trial téday before Judge Prystalski 
in criminal court. 

Jordan, suspect in a number of 
Illinois bank robberies, was captur- 
ed after he shot and killed police- 
man Anthony Ruthy, witness to the 
shooting of Alfred J. Lingle, Tribune 
reporter, and fatally woundéd po- 
liceman Patrick Durkin in the 
downtown district. 

It: was believed Jordan would have 
pleaded guilty had he been assured 
he would not be given the death 
penalty. This assurance was not 
forthcoming from the prosecution, 
and the selection of a jury was be- 
gun.

a stone’s throw from the heart of 
Broadway. 

“Goodbye pal,” said the man who 


brought him in. He then casually | 


strolled out into the street, climbed | 
into a limousine in which was seat- | 
ed a highly rouged brunette, and | 
drove off. It was all done in the!

Many Married Women 
Are Employed by 
u Heads

DES MOINES — (INS) — Al- 
though members of the executive 
council of the state of Iowa today 
told International News Service 
that they are opposed to employ- 
ment of married women as a gen- 
eral policy, a survey of the state 
payroll revealed that there are at 
least forty married women g 
in statehouse offices. 

In almost every case the depart- 
ment heads declared that while 
they were opposed to the employ- 
men of married women they believ- 
ed there were circumstances oceas- 
ionally which justify employing 
married women. 

Opposition General 

One member, however, declared 

he was decidedly opposed to hiring 


that he practices what he preaches 
since only single women are em- 
ployed in his office. 

The ymembers of the executive 
council ° asked to explain their 
attitude on this problem when it 
was learned by International News 
Service, that’ a long, heated argu- 
ment took jSiace in the executive 
council meeting recently prior to 
the pacsage of a ae: *. a family” 
resolution. 

Accordin to eutiioations offered 
by members of the council today 
the resolution was aimed primarily 
et the married women situation 
since it declares not more than one 
person of a single family should ve 
employed in the same department.

As 650 Planes 


Engage in Chicago Maneuvers 





CHICAGO—(INS) — Chicago to- 
day was treated to a roaring exhibi- 
tion of aerial strength by the war 
birds of the United States army. 

With the lake front of the metro- 
Politan area all the way from Evan- 
ston to Gary, Ind., as their theater, 
more than 650 planes demonstrated 
wherein aviation excels as a means 
of attack or defense.

Today’s maneuvers represented 
the first concentration of the army 
air service before the fleet proceed- 
ed to the Atlantic seaboard to meet 
a mythical national foe. 

The day was started off with a 
Parade, nearly 20 miles in length 
from the first ship to the last, which 
roared down the shore of Lake 
Michigan from the northern suburb 
of Evanston. 

Shortly after the planes passed in 
review above navy pier, three units 
of the division staged their mock 
combat. 

Brig. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, 
commandant of the aerial force, led 
the parade along the lake shore. His 
advance guard was comprised of 36 
heavy bombardment planes. 

Next in line were 33 light bom- 
bardment planes, 51 attack planes, 
about 200 observation planes, nearly 
200 speedy pursuit ships, followed 
by the miscellaneous transport and 
auxiliary ships. . 

After the parade review Captain 
Frank ‘“Monk”) Hunter and _ his 
Rockwell Field, Cal., 95th pursuit 
squadron put on what is politely 
known as the “combat demonstra- 
tion.” 

First, the fast, Fort Crockett, Tex., 
attack group swooped down on un- 
suspecting imaginary enemy ranks 
to rake away manpower in a leaden 
hailstorm of death. 


Then Hunter and his outfit of 


ever, was the mock warfare 





“dog-fighters” showed just how pur- 
suit sky-riders proceed to clear of 
these same attack planes. They 
climbed up to nearly 8,000 feet al- 
titude, and dived 5,000 feet down 
with throttle wide open, guns spit- 
ting death. 

Army records of the world war 
reveal that enemy airmen exposed 
to this treatment at the hands of 
Hunter usually “retired in confus- 
ion, 

‘A Rockwell ‘field squa- 
dron roared into the war picture to 
meet the same fate at the hands of 
the pursuit group. 

The closing combat operation was 
a “dog-fight,’”’ when two of the 95th 
fliers, each trying to “get the tail” 
of the other to send pilot and “ship” 
to earth in flame. 

After this, two planes streaked 
across the sky to drop a smoke cur- 
tain, and behind it the big forma- 
tion turned noses southward. The 
unit was scheduled to land at Fair- 
field and Wright fields near Day- 
ton, O., this afternoon.

A meeting of all dairymen in this

». When Senator Borah asserted that an angry public opinion 
will eventually halt this constantly rising public expense he 
was well within the realms of reason.

Will Rogers Says It 

Many pages could be written:and less said than the pithy 
remarks of Will Rogers, the nation’s foremost humorist and 
“wise-cracker,” regarding the offer of Oklahoma City univer- 
sity to make him a doctor of something or other as a recogni- 
tion of his accomplishments and so he could have a handle 
after his name. When advised of the good intentions of the 
southern educational institution, Rogers stated that in-his 
opinion he had already received the limit of such honors, the 
title of A. D. A. which Will declares is “Doctor of Applesauce,” 

conferred upon him by the Oolagah, Okla., kindergarten. 


“What are you trying to do?” Rogers wired an Oklahoma 
City newspaper, “make a joke out of college degrees?. They 
are in bad enough repute as it is without handing ’em around 
to comedians. The whole honorary degree thing is the hooey. 
I saw some college give Mellon one and he is a billion bucks 
short. I got too much respect for people that work and earn 
’em to see ’em handed around to every notorious character.” 

And that seems to be that. 

Once again Rogers has scored a bullseye in the opinion of 
millions of people who share his belief that this honorary de- 
gree stuff is !argely hokum when conferred upon those who 
have not earned it by climbing up the ladder of academic in- 
struction. 


Courted Death 

The death of “Speed” Holman, conceded to have been the 
most spectacular of “stunt aviators,” had been predicted 
many times because of his seemingly impossible feats. That 
death was not unexpected by Holman himself was shown by 
his statements to friends that he probably “ould die in 
harness.” 

Holman’s plane crashed at Omaha Sunday while he was fly- 
ing upside down at a speed of close to 300 miles an hour. 
Twice before he had climbed to 2,000 feet, pointed the nose of 
his plane earthward, and zoomed in a dive to within twenty 
feet of the ground. The third time was fatal. 

Nothing is gained by such exhibitions. Aviation itself is 
retarded rather than advanced by such foolhardy feats. That 
this was the view of the aeronautical authorities was shown 
by the decision to rescind his license. There are enough air- 
plane accidents as it is, with every safety precaution known 
to science, without creating hazards that mean certain death 
in the long run. Skillful as Holman was, an element of luck 
had saved him many times in the past. At Omaha his safety 


belt broke, luck failed him. He had tried it once too often. 
Except for momentary thrills of witnesses of his dare-devil 
maneuvers, which the public can do very well without, nobody 
profited except Holman and his promoters. Such profits do 
not mean progress. 


Illinois Income Tax 

It begins to look like Illinois will have an income tax. The 
power of the representatives in the senate and house from the 
rural districts is asserting itself. The Cook county (Chicago) 
delegation was almost solidly against the measure as were also 
members of the assembly from other populous districts of 
the state. But the farmers won. The bill, which has already 
passed the senate, will probably pass in the house as a 86 to 
60 vote was recorded in a preliminary skirmish when the re2- 
ommendation of the revenue committee that the bill not be 
passed was defeated. It is estimated the state will profit to 
the extent of forty million dollars annually if the measure be- 
comes a law. 

The same reasons for the defeat of the tax as were advanc- 
ed in Iowa were presented in Illinois, among them that it does 
not mean a shift in the tax burden but additional taxation, 
that it will drive business out of the state and prevent the de- 
velopment of new business, etc. If this is true and Iowa 
continues to defeat similar legislation we had better begin 
making plans now to invite Illinois firms to come across the 
river and aid in increasing the payrolls of Hawkeye industry.

OAKLAND, Cal.—With Califor- 
nia taking the lead, a nation-wide 
fight has been launched to end 
medical and surgical quackery. 

Announcement of this develop- 
ment was made by Dr. Franklin 
H. Martin of Chicago, founder and 
director general of the American 
College of Surgeons, in attendance 
at the Pacific Slope convention of 
the organization. 

Starting in this state, he said, 
legislative action to curb illegal 
practice will be urged. When this 
is obtained in California, west 
coast physicians will go to other 
states to inaugurate similar cam- 
paigns until the whole country is 
united in,.the drive. 

The ee of the quack, ™, 
question f ; 

_fession . needed, he 
explained, is a “basic science” law 
in all of the states. 
Already Dr. Martin revealed, the 
first link in the National Anti- 
Quack Chain is being forged at 
Oakland. The conclave closes 
Monday, 
| It says that a nation-wide effort 
| will be launched to end medical and 
| surgical quackery. By this they 
mean, undoubtedly, the practice of 
medicine or surgery by anyone but 
doctors of their own organization, 
for of course everyone who does not 
belong to their group or follow their 
ideas is a quack, from their point of 
view. It makes no difference to 
them whether the so-called quack 
is curing people or not, what inter- 
ests them is the fact that he is get- 
ting the money that they would or- 
dinarily get if there was not one to 
compete with them. 

If this was a real fight to end 
surgical and medical quackery, it 
would stop a great many opera- 
tions and other treatments now be- 
ing practiced by this very group. 
But, no, it is going to be a drive 
to stop the man from curing dis- 
eases by methods different frem 
their own, and who does not belong 
to their association. 

Many times the man they stop 
will be doing things that they can 
not do and admit they can not do, 
that is, cure cancer and various oth- 
er diseases they now call incurable. 

They intend to start in California 
and after they win their battle by 
securing proper legislation, the same 
set of surgeons will go to other parts 
of the country and secure similar 
legislation; until every state in the 
union has allowed them to put peo- 
ple out of practice, who are cur- 
ing sick humanity by methods not 
sanctioned bv a few self-styled med- 
ical authorities, and because the 
ones that practice these methods 
do not belong t2 the medical asso- 
ciations. 

This group sees that t:.e so-called 
quack is gaining ground when they 
say that the problem of the quack 
is the most important question fac- 
ing the medical profession today. I 
think that the most important ques- 
tion facing them should be the cur- 
ing of cancer and other diseases 
that they cannot now cure. In- 
stead they are more interested in 
keeping someone else from doing 
what they are now unable to do, 
themselves, and are not regarding 
the task of curing sick humanity as 
the most important. If their pro- 
fession could cure ciseases that they 
now call incurable there would be 
no field for the quack or what they 
regard as the quack. Maybe the 
reason they cannot cure these dis- 
eases is because their leaders have 
spent so much time and money try- 
ing to silence the quack that they 
have none left to make a real ef- 
fort to find the needed remedy. 

They say that a basic science law 
is needed. I suppose by that they 
mean the state shall say whether 
the puss shot into the baby’s arm 
shall come from a Jersey or a Short- 
thorn calf. Oh it may mean that the 
state shall specify that only mem- 
bers of this organization shall have 
the right to cut out the tonsils when 
a person gets a little sore throat. 

The first link in this new medical 
slavery chain has been forged in 
Oakland according to this dispatch. 
It won’t be long until there will be 
forty-eight more, then the people 
will only be allowed to go to physi- 
cians and surgeons belonging to 
this group. This in a land where all 











are supposed to have equal rights 
and equal liberties. 

This country is organized upon 
the theory of competition and that 
is what has been considered the 
main cause of our progress. The 
organized medical profession does 
not want to be in competition with 
the so-called quacks of the day 
when it comes to curing sick hu- 
manity. They want the field all 
to themselves, otherwise, they would 
not be trying to place laws on the 
statute books saying what treatment 
shall be given to the sick and by 
whom it shall be administered. This 
is the same as if Henry Ford should 
go to the state legislatures trying to 
have them say that the people could 
own only Fords. How far would he 
get? Not very far. Yet, the people 
have been allowing a medical asso- 
ciation to say what kind of treat- 
ment shall be given, and by whom it 
shall be administered. Which is the 
more important the car you ride in 
when well or the treatment you re- 
ceive when sick? 

Are the Amefican people at base 

e W. permi; a few 
chenines maMMuals to: dicate 10 
them what treatment shall be given 
them when sick; and suppress a 
treatment that can cure them while 
the one the medical association of- 
fers is not nearly as positive cure 
for the same disease? 

I am no authority on medicine. 
I am just a student having finished 
a course in a business college and 
like about seven million other people 
am busy looking for a position. I 
want more than a position to make 
a living. I want one where I can 
serve the people and not just a few 
greedy monopolists, which the medi- 
cal association aims to be if it is 
not already. I will not work for a 
man that tries to stop a competitor 
from serving humanity in a way 
that he can not do himself, so you 
see that automatically puts me on 
the blacklist of many organizations, 
such as the medical association that 
endeavers to stop competitors who 
are curing cancer and cther diseases 
that they cannot do themselves. 

We only have one life to live and 
I do not think we are supposed to 
live it for our own benefit and pro- 
fit; but we are supposed to see how 
much good we can do for humanity. 
How shall we answer the following 
questions when the last day comes? 
“Was the world benefited by you 
having lived? Did you give more 
than you received? Did you always 
do all you could for the people and 
disregard your own selfish inter- 
ests?” Don’t you think we should 
all try to be able to answer “Yes” 
to these questions?

With the above hand at Auction 
Bridge, the bidding might be: 
South and West pass, North three 
Spades which would obtain the 
contract, or North one Spade, 
South two Clubs, North two Hearts, 
South two No Trumps, North 
three Spades. 

It was played in the Detroit Con- 
tract Pair Championship, and the 
bidding at one table was: South 
pass, West pass, North two Clubs 
(artificial), East pass; South two 
Diamonds (denying the Ace and 
King), West pass, North two 
Spades, East pass; South two No 
Trumps (keeping it open for 
North), West pass, North three 
Hearts, East pass; South three No 
Trumps, West pass, North five 
Spades, East pass; South pass, 
West double. 

South’s three No Trumps on the 
fourth round announced that he 
was weak in and had no perfer- 
ence between two suits of his part- 
ner, but had enough strength in 
the minor to play a No Trump 
declaration. North’s five Spades 
was a slam invitation, North think- 
ing a slam very probable if South 
had one minor Ace; | ut although 
holding such an Ace, South did not 
consider his hand strong thought 
to accept the invitation. With 
five Spades in one adverse hand it 
was fortunate that South was cau- 
tious. 

In the play East led the Queen 
of Diamonds which was won by 
South’s Ace. South then led a 
trump, and in view of West’s dou- 
ble North finessed the Ten. When 
that won, North led the Ace and 
King of Hearts, and then a small 
Heart, South ruffing with his other 
trump, but being over-ruffed by 
West.

WASHINGTON—(INS)— Retail 
food prices dropped about 2° per cent 
in April from March prices. Since 
April a year ago the decrease has 
amounted to 18 per cent, the bu- 
reau of labor statistics announced 
today. 

Butter, with a decrease of 6 per 
cent, topped the list of 34 food ar- 
ticles that declined in price during 
the month. Coffee declined 5 per 
cent, fresh eggs and cornmeal, 4 per 
cent, plate beef, oleomargarine, 
cheese, bread, flour, navy beans, 
pork and beans, canned corn, toma- 
toes and peas, and bananas, 3 per 
cent; rig and chuck roast, sliced 
ham, milk, macaroni, rice, sugar 
and prunes, 2 per cent; sirloin and 
round steak, sliced bacon, canned 
salmon, evaporated milk. rolled 
oats, tea cnd raisins, 1 per cent.

NEW YORK—Dan Howley, ener- 
getic manager of the Cincinnati 
Reds, told the writer early this 
morning that he hopes to swing a 
deal with the New York Giants to- 
day before the Cincinnati club con- 
cludes its eastern trip and starts 
westward. 

With six of their best men on the 
shelf due to injuries, the Reds are 
badly crippled and Howley is mak- 
ing desperate efforts to patch up his 
lineup. He conferred with John Mc- 
Graw for an hour last evening and 
will talk trade with the boss of the 
Giants again this afternoon. 

The injured Redlegs are Harry 
Heilmann and Nick Cullop, outfield- 
ers; Mickey Heath, first baseman 
from the Pacific coast; Joe Stripp 
and Leo Durocher, regular infield- 
ers; and Benny Frey, right-hand 
pitcher. Most of them have been 
sent home until they round into 
shape. Heath will be out for five 
weeks yet with a broken arm and 
the date of Heilmann’s return is in- 
defnite. 

“Even with Heilman and Heath 
out, we started our eastern trip by 
winning four out of five,” pointed 
out Howley. “then the others got 
hurt and we were in a bad way. Cul- 
lop was going great until he split 
a finger. Stripp’s hand may be brok- 
en. 

“We've got to get some replace- 
ments quickly and I’ll trade any- 
body on the club except Red Lucas 
and Si Johnson (both pitchers) to 
get them. We could use an infield- 
er and a catcher, but Lucas and’:

IN STATE JOBS 


Many Married Women 
Are Employed by 
Bureau Heads 


(Continued From Page One) 


Mark G. Thornburg, secretary of 
agriculture, stated that in his opin- 
ion a policy of not employing mar- 
ried women would be right, except 
that there are occasional situations 
which would justify deviation from 
this policy. There are but two mar- 
ried women in Thornburg’s depart- 
ment, one a stenographer whom the 
secretary said had been employed 
for many years prior to her mar- 
riae and that he felt that he would 
hardly have been right in dismissing 
her. 

In the department of J. W. Long. 
auditor of state, there were two 
married women employed, the hus- 
band of one of whom is an invalid. 
Long said he felt both instances 
were quite justified by the circum- 
stances. 

Treasurer of State Ray Johnson, 
whose office ranked second from the 
top in number of married women 
employed, stated that each case 
must be considered individually, al- 
though he is, as a matter of gener- 
al principle. opposed to the em- 
ployment of women who are not 
faced with the necessity of support- 
ing themselves or others. Six mar- 
ried women are employed in the 
treasury department;their salaries 
aggregate $8,100 per year. Johnson 
pointed out that of these six, four 
were in the department when he 
became its head six years ago. 

While Dr. D. C. Steelsmith, State 
Health Commissioner, offered no 
comment, it was learned that there 
are eight married women employed 
in his offices, more than in any 
other department of the state ad- 
ministration. Several of these hold 
positions of considerab-2 responsi- 
bility; all draw good salaries.
